Training partnership 
creates job opportunities

After three months of meetings with 

representitive of the Fluor Daniel Inc., the 
RSC action committee is proposing a 
partnership to train and employee people 
in the welding and construction indus- 
tries. 

RSC will form a curriculum of courses 
which will train participants to meet the 


growing needs of the Fluor Daniel Inc. 
This in turn will employ and aid economi- 
cally disadvantaged people by providing a 
training facility for the unemployed. 

Although recruitment efforts will be 
focused mainly on the terminally unem- 
ployed, the partnership is also designed to 
up grade training for people that are cur- 
rently working. 

“Orange County has one of the lowest 
unemployment rates around, but it also 
has a under employed rate because em- 
ployers cannot find trained people. These 
numbers do not show up on the unemploy- 


ment figures,” said Dean Strenger, a RSC 
co-author of the purposal. “One of our 
goals would be to actually provide training 
to people which want to improve the train- 
ing of people currently working.” 

The partnership represents a joint rela- 
tionship between education, community 
services, and industry and is intended to 
reflect the spirit of federal and state man- 
dates encouraging these partnerships. 

“The partnership will open up a new area 
of training and job opportunities to the 
student at RSC which they never had be- 
fore,” Strenger said. 


Degree program honors alumni 


1917 - 1931 grads may now receive Associate of Arts

Alumni who attended Santa Ana Col- 
lege between 1917 and 1931 are now able 
to receive Honorary Associate of Arts 
Degrees on a request basis through au- 
thorization of the Board of Trustees, 
according to Grace Mitchell, vice-chan- 
cellor of student services. 

“There was quite a lot of thought put 
into the recommendation,” said Mitch- 
ell; “and I could not see any other way to 
do it. 

Mitchell first forwarded this proposal 


to the board of trustees after receiving re- 
quests from Robert Williams and May- 
belle Ball Hewitt, both from the class of 
1931. Williams and Hewitt have since 
received their honorary AA degrees. 
Mitchell stated that the two year educa- 
tion received between 1917 and 1931 is 
comparable to the AA program offered 
after 1931, but AA degrees were not con- 
ferred or authorized by the state. 
Graduating students from 1917 to 1931 
originally were given a diploma or a Jun- 
ior Certificate. The certificate was given 
to students who met a 62 unit transfer re- 


quirements to the University of California. 

The three types of curricula offered in 
1931 were the Certificate, Diploma and 
Semi-professional programs. 

Open only to recommended high school 
graduates, the certificate programr lead to 
Junior standing in four-year colleges and 
universities. The diploma curriculum lead 
to graduation and was open to all graduates 
of high school regardless of recommenda- 
tion. Technical courses in home-making, 
commerce and engineering were offered 
for the semi-professional program with a 
diploma also being available. 

Mitchell also said that the council ap- 
proved the recommendation of giving 
honorary AA degrees to distinguished 
alumni or other distinguished persons. 


According to Pilland. their job creation 
figures are based on the number of faculty and 
hourly workers employed by the college in 
addition to the new jobs created in the commu- 
nity from business that have indirect campus 
association. 

“We calculate that for one fiscal year the 
college added 4004 jobs in the district,” said 
Pilland,” out of that 1432 are full time equiva-

Classroom study 
shows marked 
change in 
demographics

“Teachers need to be constantly in 
tune with what the students are learn- 
ing,” said Gloria Davenport, counselor. 
“We need to be accountable as to 
whether we are doing what we say we 
are doing.” 

In a recent demographic study con- 
ducted by Julie Slark, director of re- 
search and planning, it is projected that 
by 1995 the majority of students at RSC 
will be Hispanic. Her report also 
showed that traditionally, Hispanics 
have had a lower than average partici- 
pation rate in higher education. 

According to Slark’s further studies, 
the drop out rate between the ninth and 
twelfth grade in the Santa Ana Unified 
School District is 48 percent and is in- 
creasing every year. 

Recognizing the important need to as- 
sess college level teaching and learning 
techniques, RSC’s Institutional Re-

lent college employees and 2572 
are from the multiplier effect.” 

These figures, according to 
Pilland, carry significant clout in 
the corporate hiring arena and 
serve as an example of the 
college’s role as an economic 
powerhouse. 

“Last week in a newspaper in 
the San Diego area,” said Pilland, 
“Sony Corporation announced 
that it would be adding 1000 new 
jobs (to the area) and that got the 
headlines on the financial page, 
here 4004 jobs were created.” 

The origination of these 
thousands of jobs also creates a 
significant impact on the credit 
base established by the college, 
which registers at about $1.6 
million. 

This credit base is made up of 
the deposits and transaction that 
are made in local banks that 
initiated with either the college 
or college employees.

spokeswoman Sharon Frank. “The 
flames shot up at least 30 feet above 
the roof level.” ; 

Fortunately, no injuries were re- 
ported according to Frank. There had 
been concem that transients might 
have been sleeping in the vacant 
building. 

The 60-year-old theater has been 
owned by the Santa Ana redevelop- 
ment agency since 1987 and had once 
been slated for demolition. This plan 
was cancelled in October 1987. 

Santa Ana paid $900,000 for the 
theater located on Broadway between 
Fourth and Fifth streets in the old 
downtown area. Damage to the thea- 
ter is estimated at the same cost the 
city paid for it in 1987. 


On June 2, 1926 the Moorish-style 
theater opened it’s doors. In the fol- 


lowing year Cecil B. DeMille pre- | 


mired his film “The King of Kings.” 

In the mid-1950s the theater was 
destroyed by fire. It was rebuilt, but 
with less grandeur than the original 
building. 


In recent years, before the theater | 


had been bought by the city, it had 
been showing low-budget “B” mov- 
ies and Spanish-language films. 


Santa Ana purchased the property 


with plans for a hotel and office 
complex. The purchase price repre- 
sented the value of the land, because 
the dilapidated building’s worth was 
“practically nil,” according to Dep- 
uty City Manager Perkins.
